characterized in the reports from the 
Immigration officers as '.economic par- 
asites." 


Immigration authorities have report- 
ed to the department that the ever- 
Increasing stream of Immlgralion now 
moving Into the United Stales carries 
a far greater number of Europe's shift- 
less element than it did before the 
war. 
Appeals of the Immigration au- 


thorities to the department that It as- 
sist In clarifying the stream declare 
that before the war a large part of 
those entering the United .States were 
In search of work, but that now the 
greater part are those who nrc at- 
tempting to escape work In their own 
countries.
